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HEALTH OFFICER'S REPORT - 1972 
Newark, New Jersey 


TO: Hon. Kenneth A. Gibson, Mayor - Members of the City Council - 
Acting Director, James A. Buford and citizens of Newark, New Jersey 


GENERAL MORTALITY 


‘The adjusted general mortality has decreased from 10.9 per thousand deaths in 
1971 to 10.3 per thousand deaths in 1972, based on an estimated population of 
380, 000. 


INFANT MORTALITY 


Infant mortality showed a decrease from 34, 6 deaths per thousand live births in 
1971 to 33.8 in 1972. This figure of 33,8 represents the crude infant mortality 
rate of all infants, under one year of age, dying in Newark, including those from 
outside of the City. 


By using the corrected rate of 6, 512 births in Newark among Newark residents 
and 174 infant deaths occurring in Newark among Newark infants under one year 
of age, we have a corrected actual infant mortality rate of 26.7. 


This decrease is encouraging but still points up the fact that the lack of pre-natal 
care, the high rate of illegitimate births and the high rate of teenage pregnancies 
are factors which must be given a greater emphasis. 


VENEREAL DISEASES 


Our venereal diseases program continued it's intensive case-finding for gonorrhea 
and syphilis and bringing patients in for definitive diagnosis and treatment, There 
were 402 cases of primary and secondary syphilis reported in 1972, as compared to 
429 cases in 1971, representing a decrease of 6.3%. The incidence of early latent 
syphilis showed a slight increase of 3. 8% - 206 cases reported in 1971 and 216 cases 
reported in 1972. 


‘There was an increase in the incidence of gonorrhea - 5, 470 cases in 1971 and 7, 650 
in 1972, The state as a whole also reported a large increase in gonorrhea for the 
year of 1972. 


HEART DISEASE 
The major cause of mortality is organic heart disease with 1, 532 deaths in 1972, 


compared to 1, 624 deaths in 1971. Much of the increase in recent years is due to 
the increased life span. 


MEDICAL CARE OF THE SICK 


The Newark City Dispensary provides medical care to patients on City Welfare 
and the medically indigent. In addition to diagnostic procedures, medications 
are and ions are filled in the Di ур y. Т: 
are provided in the various therapeutic clinics. 


In 1972 a total of 3,726 patients made 16, 866 visits to the Therapeutic Clinics 
in the City Dispensary. In addition a total of 2, 451 patients made visits to 


additional services, including for lead pap smears,

1972, as compared to 47, 439 in 1971, a ΚΕ increase of 1, 591. 
HEPATITIS 


This disease involved the 15-35 age group primarily and for the year of 1972 showed 
a decrease of 35%, with 297 cases reported for 1972 as compared to 460 cases in 
1971. 


BIRTH STATISTICS 


There was an appreciable decrease in the number of births for 1972. There were 
7,582 births or a crude birth rate of 20.0 per thousand, Being a hospital center, 
Newark had 1, 070 non-resident births thereby giving us an adjusted total of 6, 512, 
Newark births with an adjusted rate of 17, 0 per thousand births. There were 1,180 
Newark births that took place out of town, 


Although more of a social than a public health problem, the rate of births out of 
wedlock is startling. Of the 3, 071 births out-of-wedlock, 2,938 were Newark babies 
which means that of the 7,582 Newark bora babies, over 32,2 per thousand live births 
were reported as births out-of-wedlock. 


MATERNAL MORTALITY 
There were three (3) maternal deaths out of 7, 582 births, plus 150 still-births in 
1972, compared to six (6) maternal deaths out of 9, 044 births, plus 188 still births 
in 1971. 


TUBERCULOSIS MORTALITY

Evaluation of State Health Aid - 1972 


State Health Aid funds have improved the delivery of health services within the 
City of Newark in the following manner:

a. Setup programs to immunize on a wider base and prevent 
outbreaks of disease. 

b. Continued ing and ization of i ization records 
and files, 


(2) Venexeal Disease 


a. Reserved $55, 000 for renovating of the V. D. Clinic to better 
service the patients. 

b. Continued to carry out a more intensive case-finding program for 
gonorrhea and syphilis and bringing the patients in for definitive 
diagnosis and treatment. 

c. Carry out a very intensive health education program throughout 
the city. 


(3) Tuberculosis Control 


a. Carry out more intensive & ive tubera losis 


in the general public. 

b. Follow through on home visits and contacts, 

c. Follow through with treatment including the newer drug, Rifampin, 
more intensively and keep greater and closer supervision of all 
tuberculosis patients and contacts.

a. Reserved payment of $20,000 for a contract for a Lead Poisoning 
Registry and equipment, with the New Jersey College of Medicine 
and Dentistry. 

b. Increased the screening of children for lead poisoning

d. Assured the testing of paint chips for lead content.

The A-V Service is responsible for designing all stationery forms, booklets, reports, 
leaflets, etc, All specifications are drawn in this office and it handles all budgeting 
details in this connection. Great saving are effected by being able to reproduce 
office forms, leaflets, and other printed material within the organization. Only 
printing which cannot be done economically in the Bureau, or would be otherwise 
restricted by policy, is procured by contract with outside firms. 


The great value of this service lies in its accessibility to the rest of the Division of 
Health, The close collaboration afforded by this arrangement permits users of the 
A-V Service to express their exact needs оп a personal contact basis, this providing 
faster and more complete service.

Birth Certificates are prepared and mailed, without charge, to parents 

of the new-born. Certified copies of Out-Of-Tow Births and Deaths 

must also be sent to the City of Residence, 


Burial permits are issued and many old records are re-issued 
by request. This is often a slow procedure. Prior to micro-filming, 
such data was copied,in pen and ink, in old bound books, most of which 
were rapidly deteriorating, but have now been micro-filmed since 1919, 
which require 5% of the space needed for the books and save hours of 
time looking up even one old record. 


he reouests for old records such as births, deaths or marriages, 
is in addition to routine work outlines above. The actual cash receipts 
for 1972 was $76,389.00 as compared with $76,036.00 in 1971. The fees for 
such records are $2.00 per record and $1.00 each Transit and Burial or 
Removal Permits. 


Many free records, in addition to the above are supplied for 
Veterans, School verification and Official Agencies and many thousands 
of Corrections in the Original Certificates must be made. 


GENERAL MORTALITY 


The following tables show the estimated population,crude deaths and 
death rate, as well as adjusted deaths and death rate since 1943. Те Census 
for 1970, however indicates a total of only 376,000, a reduction of 29,000 
since the 1960 Census. We feel certain the @ensus takers missed a great many, 
especially in the over-crowded sections of the City. We have adjusted our 
estimates in the following table for each of the past years to comply with 

the Official Census Totals,

Prior to 1954, the picking up of stray dogs (all dogs in public mst 
be on a leash) was carried out by the Humane Society. In 1954 this arrangement 
was changed and greatly improved. The Health Division secured two dog 
ambulances of its own, operated by four Dog Wardens (Dog Catchers). in 1972 
we increased coverage of the City by purchasing two more dog ambulances and 
four more men for a total of four ambulances and eight men.

The City pays the State 50¢ out of each license fee and the State 
provides free rabies vaccine. The City offers free rabies vaccination for 
each licensed dog, to be innoculated by participating Veterinarians. 

larizing the annual of dogs, can we feel confident that our 
present freedom from rabies will continue. It is now 23 years since rabies 
occurred here, but in 1946 we had 34 rabid dogs and 21 persons underwent Pasteur 
Treatment. The compulsory leashing of dogs (all year) was started at that time. 
Under the free vaccination arrangement, 3876 Newark dogs were vaccinated this 
year. 


The anbulance during the year picked up 4,481 unleashed dogs and 
also picked up 1,173 stray cats that were brought to the GiGi Kennels in 
Fast Newark, Dogs destroyed if not picked up within 7 days. The Dog Control 
supplies the Sanitation Division with one truck to pick up dead animals on 
the street, This truck picked up 2,610 dead dogs and 975 dead cats and 

145 other dead animals.

The Food & Drug Bureau is responsible for the inspection and 
supervision of all articles of food, druzs and cosmetics. In carrying 
out this prorram, it is the responsibildty of this Bureau to see that all 
such articles, in every nhase of their preparation for sale, comply with all 
Federal laws, State regulations, and all local ordinances. 

The dairy prozram inc!udés a comprehensive quality contro! program 
effecting the daily collection of sample specimens of different milk 
products for both bacteriological and chemical analyses, This activity 
is the responsibility of all the inspectors. Their reas-ienment and the 
dearth of petty cash funds available for paying for legal amples sharply 
curtailed this sampling prosram. 

There were 10 inspectors assigned to the City food and drur control 
program at the beginning of 1972. Reassirnments during the усаг literally 
left the Bureau with a skeleton staff of food ^nd drug inspectors. 


Utilizing the powe the Bureau its local food 


and drug work. This control prorram included the inspection of all food, drug 
and cosmetic operations carried on by the approximately 3,500 food and drug 
establishments in the City of Newark. Routine continuous sampling by the 
inspectors of various types of food and drugs for laboratory analyses, together 
with the physical inspection of the aforesaid establishments, was carried out 
to determine compliance with all regul-tions and legal requirements and, in many 
instances, to determine fitness for food and evidence of adulteration and/or 
misbranding, 

This Bureau. is also responsible for inspecting and ap'roving locations 
for pigeon-duck-chicken, etc. permits and for pet shop locations. Ice vendors 


are also licensed and insp 


cted by this office. 
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Food-Drug & Meat Control (cont'd) 

This Bureau is also responsible for the inspection of meat and meat 
products, poultry and fish, as to wholesomeness and fitness for food. 
We also inspect the commissaries of restaurants, lunch rooms, meat and fish 
trucks and loading platforms for poultry and meat freight cars. We inspect 
all deliveries of meat, fish and poultry at all City institutions, 
This work is carried out by a staff of trained meat inspectors with a State

CHILDHOOD LEAD POISONING CLARENCE PARKER 
PREVENTION AND CONTROL PROGRAM Project Director 


On December 31, 1972, the Newark Childhood Lead Poison- 


ing Prevention and Control Program completed its second year 


of operations. It was a memorable year in that the City of 
Newark received a Federal Grant in the amount of $350,000 


to mount a more forceful attack against the problem of 


childhood lead poisoning. 


The Division of Health acquired a mobile van in which 


lead screening can be conducted. This vehicle is located 
each day in a different area of the city. Health Aides 
saturate the area, passing out pamphlets and informing 
parents of the screening site. 

Screening is accomplished by the micro-method or finger- 
prick test recently adopted by this program. This method as 
opposed to veni-puncture permits testing of larger numbers of 
children, one reason being the reluctance of many parents to 
have blood drawn from a vein. 

In October, 1972, a new revised ordinance was passed by 
the City Council. This ordinance deals with housing violations 
which may contribute to lead poisoning in children and to 
conditions causing the deterioration of paint and surfaces 


within a dwelling. It permits a landlord to better cope 
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with the problem of lead paint poisoning at a minimum cost 


to him while at the same time making lead point inaccessible 
to children. 

The environmental component of this program, averaging 
eight licensed field inspectors per month made significant 


progress їп eliminating lead paint hazards in dwellings 


occupied by lead-poisoned children. Following, {9 data

The Contagious Disease parsa responsible for the control and 
prevention of the spread of communicable diseases other than Venereal and 
Tuberculosis. It is the duty of tho διὰ gious Disease Bureau to seo that 
all eases of coummicable diseases are reported promptly; to investigate all 
cases that require such action us per the New Jersey Stute Sanitary Code or 
local ordinance and to immunize against Diptheria, Pertussis, Tetanus, Polio- 
myelitis, Measles and Hubella. This Sureun is also charged with the responsi- 
bility of Rabies Control. 


RADIES CONIROL: All animal bites are required by law to be reported 
to this Bureau. Lach bite is ілу ated and the bitin, animal is quarantined 
for ten (ten) days fron the date of bite. If the aninal in question is alive 
und well after the quarantine period is over, the victim need not undergo any 
further treatuent. ‘houd the animal under quarantine die, the head is removed 
and is immediately sent out to be exanined for rabies. If the exanin. tion 
proves to be positive for rabies, the victim (or his physician) is inmediately 
notified and arrungenents nade as soon us possible for the victir to undergo 
the Pasteur Treatment for rubies without fail. This treutment is offered free 
of charge to anyone bitten by a Newark animal, 


The year 1972 has seen little or no change in the disease picture of 
our urban urea, Thirteen of the reportable diseases on our chart had no cas 
whatsoever. This compared with the same sount reported in 1971 with only a 
very slight difference in the type disease reported. 


Due to the. intensive campaigns carried out in the past years und 
presently, капу of the once dreaded diseases such as: Polionyelitis, Diphtheria, 
whooping Cough and Suallpox have been wiped out. Scarlet Fever is rarity and 
penicillin has virtually controlled this disease, Measles and Rubella (German 
eusles) are still vith us however, their case nurbers have taken a tremendous 
drop since the introduction und use of vaccines for these diseases in the past 
several years. With an active immunization program these diseases within & few 
years may well be out of existence. This speaks well for our continued pr 
lective activity coupled with that of the Newark School Systen and other lezlth 
Agencies in maintaining a high level of immunity against the above diseases 
throughout the entire cormanity. At the age of three months, this Bureau 
initiates mail follow-up of all newborns, urging their parents to becin prompt 
inmunization during the first year of li 


We must not become smug or relaxed in our ixmunization programs or 
in our attitude toward these diseases, for they are lurking, quietly waiting to 
strike again. This was dranatically illustrated in "arch 1972, when a snallpox 
cutbreuk occurred in Yugoslavia. Before the outbreak was over, one hundred and 
forty persons contracted the disease and twenty persons died. Опе case, a 
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Contagious Diseases (Cont'd) 


worker had traveled with onset symptons to West Germany, German authorities 
had six hundred contacts of this man under surveillance and fortunately no 
secondary cases developed. 


In October 1972, three cases of paralytic polionyelitis were reported 
from a private school in Connecticut and eight cases of paralytic illness were 
under investigation. It is to be noted in this outbreak that none-of the students 
received any polio vaccine due to their religious beliefs, 


With medical authorities reporting ominous news regarding the coming 
influenza season, immunization was again offered and administered to all senior 
citizens in the city of Newark, the aged, cardiac and respiratory cases and to 
groups of the essential workers, Police and Fire Departments and other evergency 
personnel. A new strain of influenza virus called England 42/72 or so called 
“London Flu" hit this country and other parts of the world. Though it hit hard 
this influnza outbreak is now known to have been much milder than a year ago or 
in 1968 


Lead Poison 126 cases were reported (one adult case) this year as 
against 193 the previous year, a decrease of 35%. Although we are glad to see 
the decrease in this disease, it is rather unusual since a great concentration of 
case finding have been focused on this disease on all levels. 


endings: This disease decreased from five cases lest 
year to re Teported cases and ho dàsths this year. 


Hepatitis (Serum and Infectious) 297 Hepatitis cases occurred this year 
as against 460 cases reported lust year, c significant decrease of 35%. To date, 
nothing has been developed to prevent this disease and no specific medication has 
been found for treatment. Isolation, bed rest, diet and supportive reasures sre 
stil] all thet is available. Household contact should be sought out and Gamma 
Globulin administered as soon as possible after exposure, so as to avoid secondary 
cases. The careless and indiscrininate use of hypodermic equiprent between members 
of a drug group is largely responsible for transmitting this disease fro! one in- 
fected person to another. 


Two cases of this disease were reported this year as 
against four cases in 1971. loth these cases took on important aspects as the 
inspectors! investigations were being completed. In one case, two of the patient's 
household contacts were erployed as food handlers. One in a neighboring town 
restaurant and the other in the Woodbridge State School. The second case had a 
household contact thet wes erployed as a nurses aide (handling food, patients etc.) 
in an out of town hospital. Both the State and local Health Departments were 
apprised of the situation by this Bureau and working in close relation with all 
Health Lepartments concerned, the food handlers were removed from their jobs. After 
submitting 3 negative stool specimens (1 week apart) and meeting other State re- 
quirenents to the satisfaction of this Bureau, all food handlers were subsequently 
released and perritted to return to work by the respective Health Departments where 
they аге ег ployed.

Continued education is the only real 
weapon we have against this group of diseases for the spread is "within families" 
or those who live close together. Faulty hygiene is the major cause of spread of 
all this group. We can only urge good 1 1 the need 
for washing hands before cooking and after handling sick children, diapers, etc. 
Proper cooking and handling of food is essential too, for we know, contaminated 
food is often the source of infection in many groups.

The reported incidence of primary and secondary syphilis in the City of Newark 
decreased in calender year 1972, There were 40? cases of primary and secondary 
syphilis reported. This is a decrease of 6.37. The incidence of early-latent 
syphilis changed little since 1971, There were 206 cases reported in 1971 and 
216 cases reported in 1972 for я slight increase of 2.87. 

The incidence of gonorrhea, however, is not as promising, There was a 40.) in- 
сгепзе over 1971 in reported cases. There were 5470 in 1971 and 7650 in 1972. 
The state as a whole, however, reported as 40% increase in 1972. 

The gonorrhea screening program was expanded in 1972, In 1971 we were receiving 
cultures from six arencies outside the health dept. At this time we have 25 
clinics located throughout Essex County which routinely perform gonorrhea cultures 
on female patients. The aim of this program is to bring to treatrent the asympto- 
matic female. From these culture sites 26,000 cultures were received and 2,04? 
were positive. This is a positivity rate of ff. 

At the present time the clinic is working with a staff of 12 epidemiologists, 
eight of which specialize in syphilis case finding. We expect to add two more 
fonorrhea field workers and one more syphilis case worker in the first part of 
1973, 

The emphasis in syphilis enidemiology at this time is in the clustering of in- 
fected patients, This is the process of examining friends and contacts of 
patients in our effort to find untreated and unsuspected syphilis before it has 
a chance to spread. 

We are looking forward to new clinic facilities which are in the process of 
beine constructed. The city owned building nt 77 Arlington St. will be reno- 


vated and n new VD clinic will occupy the first floor, The new modern comfort-

Attendance at all Chest Division Clinics for the year 
1972 was at a record high. There were 11,233 total visits 
made to the Chest Division Central Clinic, and 4,565 


patient visits made to the tuberculosis hospital clinic: 


The Central Clinic should have shown a decrease this year, 
due to the rise in attendance at each of the hospital clin- 
ics, but such has not been the case. Both,hospital clinics, 
and the Central Clinic, show an increase. There are two 
good explanations for this increase in attendance: better 
care at the clinics, and a harder workirg, more dedicated 
staff, through home visitation, encouraging cases of tu- 


berculosis and their contacts to attend clinic. 


During this year we have brought to examination more 
contacts to tuberculosis than the sum total of any two 
years on record in the past, and kept under surveillance 
more cases of tuberculosis than any year on record. Our 
case register shows 1,780 cases now administratively act- 
ive. Of these, 2ll are hospitalized and 1,236 have been 
evaluated by a medical facility within the last six months. 
Of the remaining 330 cases, only slightly more than 100 have 


not been accounted for within this year.

CHILD HYGIENE BUREAU _ William J. Spinosa, M.D., Supv. Physician 


The prime purpose of the Child Hygiene Bureau is the supervision of infants and 
children, birth to four years of age, and retarded children to age thirteen. Such 
supervision carried on in the home and Child Health Conference session aims at providing 
the necessary physical examinations and instructions to parents so that these infants 
and children will attain their maximal potential both physical and mental. = this end, 
twelve Child Health Conf: areas are located he City. 

Each Child Health Conference session is staffed by a physician and two panic health 
nurses. There аге a total of thirty-two sessions per week. 


THE PHYSICIAN AND NURSING DUTIES INCLUDE: 


1. Health appraisal 

2. Counseling and guidance of the parent 

3. Health history 

4. Detection of deviations from normal or expected growth & development 

5. Referral to other sources of care and services when indicated 

6. Protection against communicable diseases 

7. Group education ard discussion with parents 

8. Liaison with other groups i and with infant 
and pre-school health and the envi physical and ional, in which 
the child lives. 

9. Physician in-service program 

10. Home visiting program by the public health nurses 


In 1972 our infant mortality rate was 33.8. In view of the fact that most of the 
deaths were in the first few days of life mainly from congenital defects or malformation 
among premature infants, we can never stress enough the importance of proper pre-natal 
care during pregnancy to decrease the infant mortality rate. In 1971 the infant mortality 
rate was 34.6. 


One must bear in mind that these are crude infant mortality rates. By definition 
the infant mortality rate is the number of deaths under one year of age per 1000 live 
births, A crude rate includes all infants dying in Newark including those from outside 
areas. Many surburban areas not equipped with modern and newer premature nurseries; 
send premature and critically ill infants to Newark hospitals for specialized care. One 
must realize that in prematures under 1000 gms (2.21bs.) there is an average mortality 
rate of over 80%. 

1000-1500 gms mortality rate is 20-40% 
1500-2000 gms mortality rate is 10-20% 
2000-2500 gms mortality rate is less than 5% 


Thus Newark gets credited with deaths of extremely ill infants brought here for 
care. If one uses the corrected rates 6,512 births in Newark occurring among Newark 
residents;174 infant deaths occurring in Newark among Newark infants under 1 yr of 
де; we find that our corrected infant mortality rate is actually 26.7.

education, prevention, treatment and control of illness, is to promote optimal health. 


We have continued to receive referrals for home visits from health and social agencies, 
area hospitals, the community end private physicians. Referrals relate to maternal 
and child health, mental retardation, accident and lead poison control, venereal and 
tuberculosis control, chronic illness and general health promotion. 


Public Health Nurses provide nursing service for 3% Child Health Conference Sessions 
located in 14 areas, In depth counselling ty the Public Health Nurse is provided in 
these sessions, in order to provide and support perents in infent and child growth 
end development. 


An extensive Lead Poison Program continued in 1972. Area hospitals and Public Health 
Nursing continued coordinating referrals and follow-up on elevated lead levels. 


їп 1972, eleven health aides from the PEP were added to our Public Health Nursing 
staff, Comprehensive inservice and orientation in our lead poison program and Child 
Heelth Conferences were provided for the health aides. This addition to our staff 
enabled us to visit every home where a blood lead level of 40 mcg or over had been 
obtained through screening. 


Public Kealth Nursing personnel continued a screening program for elevated lead levels 
in our Child Health Conferences. 


Two of our Public Health Nurses were recomended and accepted in Rutgers University 
Pilot Program for Pedietric Nurse Practitioner. This program began in September 1972 
end consisted of full time study in this area, t. 


A short term project was organized and instituted by district nursing supervisor on 
Jamary 24, 1972, to locate and refer infants and children delinquent in immmizetion 
from Chilà Health Conference, Eleven health aides from PEP were assigned with the 
cursing supervisor to carry out this progrem. Their responsibilities were first to 
locate the femilies, secondly to up date the immnization and thirdly, to educate 
regarding the need for continuing immunization in the Child Health Conference. 


From 3,311 visits, we were only able to refer 847 infants and children back to the 
Child Health Conference. This was probably due to the mobility of the families, 


The district nursing supervisors participated in the planning programing for inservice 
given to PEP employees assigned to the Division of Health. The supervisors presented 
the following classes relating to Public Health Nursing Services:

The Bureau of Parochial Schools provided health services to 11,935 children 
enrolled in 25 elementary schools, 3 high schools, and one Junior High School. 
In January, 1972, one elementary school was closed. Many children from this 
School were absorbed in other Newark Parochial Schools. 


The purpose of the school health program is optimum health for each school 
child. The health program follows the standards set up by the N. J, State 
Department of Health and Education. 


Health services were rendered by physicians and public health nurses. The 
physicians did physical examinations on the children. As of Jaruary 1, 1972 the 
medical staff was reduced from five to one physician, which accounts for the 
decreased number of health examinations this year

The Newark Division of Health Clinics provide medical, dental, 
nursing, x-ray and laboratory services to needy residents of Newark. 
Prescribed medications are provided by the City Dispensary Pharmacy. 


Eligibility is determined by social service case investigators. 


In 1972 а total of 3,726 patients made 16,866 visits to the 
Therapeutic Clinics in the City Dispensary. Visite to Clinics in the 
Buresu of Chest Diseases, Dental, Skin and Venereal Diseases are noted 
elsewhere in the Division of Health Annual Report, 


A total of 2,451 patients made visits to additional services 
including screening programs (lead poison, pap smears, diabetic detection, 
domestic license applicants and new employees). 


А total of 6,177 patients made 19,317 visits to therapeutic 
clinics and to other services. 


In addition to the above, an Immmisation Clinic is conducted 
daily. Total immunization for 1972 ~ 5,159, А decrease,since presently 
children are immunized at school upon registretion. (see report) 


Also, in the fall of the year an influenza program is offered 
on а selected basis. (see report) 

During 1972 the Public Health Nurses processed and responded 
to 738 requests for medical information from health &nd social agencies, 
hospitals and private physicians,on patients who attended Dispensary 
Clinics, Т 


In November, 1972 Medical Clinic service was increased, Three

The Health & Welfare City Dispensary Pharmacy dispensed 49,030 
prescriptions for the year 1972, as compared to 47,439 for the pre- 
vious year, the total of 1,591 more, These prescriptions are filled 
for City Welfare patients and medically indigent patients who are 
treated at the City Dispensary, as well as at outside hospitals and 
other clinics, 


Activities of The Pharmacy 


Many preparations which are practical and economical to prepare 
are prepared in bulk by the pharmacists, The preparations of medications 
and the packaging of supplies to Parochial Schools, Child Hygiene Stations, 
and other school stations are а part of the routine pharmacy work, Records 
are maintained for the distribution of free State Biologicals to private 
physicians, 


Functions of The Pharmacy 


The functions of the Pharmacy relate to the ordering and receiving of 
surgical supplies, drugs, surgical equipment, free State Biologicals, anti- 
biotics, narcotics, ani also alcohol for manufacturing purpose and clinical 
use, Also raw materials are for pr pi 

accurate record is kept when biologicals are received including lot 
numbers and expiration date, Concurrent records аге kept as to dates and 
titi ed to clinics, Schools, and Child 
Hygiene stations, Records are sent to the State Depertment of Health as 
to amounts of each biological dispensed from the Pharmacy. 


After merchandise ordered is received the Purchase Orders are pro- 
cessed with receiving paper work for payment, A complete record of all 

drugs and surgical supplies and surgical equipment is kept in the Pharmacy 
ffice, 


A check as to dated drugs and other staple items are constantly seru- 
tinized and these items are exchanged for new drugs if out-dated, 


Drug salesmen are interviewed and professional discussions are held 
periodically relating to new drugs, Many times the Technical Service 
Department of our contract Vendors have been called for information not 
contained in the brochure with the drug, 


The Phargacy maintains at all times a well stocked supply of modern 
up-to-date drugs, anti-biotics, polio vaccins as well as measles virus vaccine,

REPORT OF THE MEDICAL EVALUATION CENTER FOR THE YEAR NNDING DECEMBER 31, 1972 


The Medical Evaluation Center continues in its present location at 
396 University Avenue. 


As bas been reported in the past, the duty of the Center is to 
determine the status of City Relief clients insofar as their health is 
concerned. Based on the findings of the examining physicians these 

clients are then placed in one of three categories namely: (1) return 
to work, (2) contimue on City Relief for periods up to six months, (3) 
referred to County Relief 1f their disability is more than six monthe. 


Early this year в crash program was instituted khereby large numbers of 
clients were examined in an attempt to clarify and expedite their classifi- 
cation. This was accomplished, in part, by the transferral of physicians 
from other clinics of the Health Department to our unit. 


In the early months of 1972 our working force included six physicians, two 
nurses, three or four clerks in the clerical division, and Dr. Samuel 
Provenzano, Supervising Physician in Charge. We vere consequently able to 
examine а fairly large number of clients. Unfortunately several of the 

physicians either resigned or were transferred, and we were left with just 
two physicians f the examination of these cliente. 


As can be seen in the accompanying report there was a steady increase of 
examinations in the first half year, reaching a high of 262 in May 1972. 
This was followed by a steady decrease to а low of 124 in the month of 
November 1972. 

It is evident on reviewing the above figures that there is a need for more 


examining physicians in order to expedite the disposition of these relief 
cases.

The need for dental service in the City of Newark has increased 
beyond our projection of 1971. The efflux of doctors left the populus 
without adequate coverage. This coupled with the failure of several 
anticipated programs to commence operating, placed the burden of care 
on the Health Department, The Health Department, itself finding it 
necessary to work with a strict budget at a time of inflation, had a 
loss of personnel, This loss not only encompassed auxilliary personnel 
but doctors as well. With increased needs, the loss of 10% of our 
staff, placed us in an awkward position, ‘The annual statistics prove 
that the new administrators policies bore fruit. The statistics show 
an increase in the delivery of services at a time of decrease in рег- 
sonnel. 


Recent of cut-backs in Federal appropriations for 


health services are ominous. We must have increased funds, not decreased, 
to at least meet the minimal requirements for our indigent. 

We shall continue to orient our program towards prevention of 
dental disease, We shall not forget though, that our population needs 
.definitive care first, Therefore, emergency treatments will be rend- 
ered to all needing them, 

In all honesty, the future does not look bright at this time. It 
appears that necessary dental services will have to be provided by the 
City without outside financial aid; One can only hope that the 


necessary funds to provide the necessary services can be found,
